And further, ohereag vpon complaint made bythe late Agents {oz thts Kingdome,in England, that the Graunt of vi.d.foꝛ 
the Regiſtring of euery Lhziſtning, Buriall, and Marriage within this Kingdome, was a ncedieſle charge, and a very great 
burthen vnto this countrey in generall,cfpccially ynto the pooꝛet ſoꝛt of pcople,foz that the ſaid Regiſter may be as well kept by 
the ſeucra!l Miniſier and Lurate of each P ariſb: Mhercupon his Maieſtie hath beene gratiouſly pleaſed to giue ozder and 
commandement, to Us the Loꝛd Deputic and Louncell, that the ſaid Graunt ſbould be taken away oz ſuſpended, Theſe are 
therekoze in his Maicſtics name tonorific and declarc,. that his Maicſiics cxpꝛeſſe pleaſure ſt command is.that the ſaid Graunt
